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Councilmembeis caution 


Mariposa iot consultants 

A1 Warot, representing Wildan and Associates, 
consulting engineers of the Mariposa parking lot, 
Tuesday evening, received his final caution; bring 
to the next City Council meeting a minimum of 
four signed property agreements from affected 
owners, get designs for the lot started, and come 
up with terms for purchasing the one property for 
sale in the Mariposa lot area. 

“If you can’t do that, we’ll stop doing busi¬ 
ness with you and enter with a new contractor,” 
Mayor Pro Tern Bruce Crow said. 

However, when the vote was taken. Mayor 
Clem Bartolai voiced the only negative and ex¬ 
plained, “We are basing our final decision on some¬ 
thing he (Warot) may not have control over.” He 
was referring to the length of time it had taken 
Wilden to contact property owners and come up 
with a viable design of the large parking lot on the 
south side of Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Western Waste Industries came to the Sierra 
Madre City Council meeting with another rate in¬ 
crease, an annual habit. This time they are asking 
4.5 percent general increase in refuse rates effec¬ 
tive July 1. Scout service, however, would rise from 
$9.63 to $12.50, a 30 percent increase. Mayor 
Batolai pointed out. Councilman Andrew Roy 
Buchan made the moti^ that the item be placed 
on the next agenda, July 12, to be adopted. 

Councilmembers will hold a study session next 
Tuesday, July 5, from 5:30 to 8:30 p.m., discussing 
CRA proposals, the auditor’s report and a budget 
session. Although the public is invited, no one may 
participate.

Fireworks are extremely dangerous to per¬ 
sons and property. Each year they injure 
hundreds of persons and cause many fires. 
Sparklers which are often found in the hands 
of children burn at a maiming rate of 3000 
degrees F. One string of firecrackers packs 
the explosive power of at least three sticks of 
dynamite. 

Fire Chief Edward D. Tracy and Fire Mar¬ 
shal William E. Kramer warn all citizens of 
the city of Sierra Madre not to use any fire¬ 
works this Fourth of July holiday season.

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Pedestrians take 
lives in hands 

What happened to Rosa Gonzalez last 
week •— being hit as she started to cross 
the street — is becoming too familiar 
in the town of Sierra Madre. 

A year ago a man was hit at the exact 
location, just in front of the oid city haii, 
and two years ago a woman was kiiled 
at that iocation. 

There are other dangerous cross¬ 
walks, such as the one in front of the city 
hall/Police department, and we recall 
several near misses and a couple of actual 
contacts between cars and pedestrians 
there. 

We think it is time for the police de¬ 
partment to order a study and come to 
grips with a dangerous problem in Sierra 
Madre. 

The next time we might be facing 
another pedestrian death. 

Rattlesnake season 

It’s rattlesnake time again. 

Rattlesnakes will most likely be present 
in areas where small rodents are found, 
such as rates, mice and gophers. Cool 
days, rattlesnakes like to sun on warm 
rocks or sand, and in hot weather they 
seek shade. Just as people do. Baby rattlers, 
smaller than 12 inches long, are equipped 
with deadly venom. They may not have 
rattles yet, just a button on their tails. 

Robert I. Rush, General Manager of the 
City of Los Angeles Department of Animal 
Regulation, cautions picnickers and hikers 
to be wary of rugged areas covered with 
foliage. 

“Foothills and mountain areas are 
particularly hazardous,” Rush said. “Chiid- 
ren especially should be warned against 
playing or hiking in potentially dangerous 
areas,” he continued. “Hikers are best 
protected by wearing high top boots with 
loose jeans worn outside the boots. 

Rush cautions anyone observing a 
rattlesnake in a residential area to call the 
Department of Animal Regulation. “Don’t 
tease a rattler by throwing stones or other 
objects at it. Leave it alone,” he said. 
“Report it or any other snake to our 
local Animal Care and Control Center and 
let professional animal handlers take care 
of the situation for you. 

“Don’t try to kill the snake yourself, it 
may even be an harmless non-venomous 
snake, which is very important to our 
ecology and will actually help get rid or 
rattlesnakes by eating their food. 

“Rattlesnakes have a distinctive head 
for other local snakes. Most snakes taper 
gracefully from their noses to their pointed 
tail. Rattlers have a large, triangle¬ 
shaped head, like an arrowhead, that 
is large where it joins the body. If you 
don’t want to get close enough to identi¬ 
fy the snake, that’s all right too. Just 
call this department and they will take 
care of it for you. By the way, rattlers 
do not have to coil before striking at 
anything.” 

The Los Angeles County Health Depart¬ 
ment recommends that if someone does 
get bitten by a snake, call a doctor 
immediately for advice on treatment. To 
help the patient, immobilize the part of the 
body where the bite is iocated. This 
can be done by splinting as for a broken 
leg. The bite victim should be kept quiet 
and warm, should not be given aicohoi, 
but may be given water, tea or coffee. Any 
exercise, such as walking or hiking should 
be done only to reach medical attention, 
and be done in easy stages with pienty of 
rest stops.” 

There are ways to protect your family 
and homes from incursions of rattle¬ 
snakes. The main thing is to clean up 
all the areas where they can be 
protected. Get rid of brush and trash piles. 

If you have a woodpile, be very careful 
to look before you pick up a rock ... and 
pick up the rock toward you. One half 
inch screen mesh wire fencing can seal 
off the under parts of the house to keep 
snakes out. Please give plenty of thought 
before you plant ground cover. Ivy beds, 
for instance, are ideal to breed and cover 
small mammals such as mice, rats and 
gophers. Those are the staples of the rattle¬ 
snake's diet. Remove the food and places 
to be comfortable, and the snakes will 
move away to better forage areas. 

Rush also pointed out that because 
dogs often accompany their owners, they 
are often bitten by rattlesnakes. First aid 
measures for canine victims parallel the 
action taken to protect humans. Demobilize 
the dog as much as possilble, cleanse the 
skin area of the bite aiKl get the animal 
to a veterinarian as quickly as 
possible. 

Sitake bites, according to Rush, are 
responsible tor more injuries and deaths 
of dogs and other domestic animals 
than the Mies on any other wild animal 
spsolsa. in the United Stales. R is estimated 
that 16,000 domestic animals are bitten 
yeerty by snakes.

Thom A. Prevette, 
beginning July 1, will 
be the new general man¬ 
ager for CableVision of 
Arcadia and Sierra 
Madre. He will succeed 
Joseph Biolsi who has 
held the position since 
November, 1983, and 
who is moving to ano¬ 
ther post within the com¬ 
pany. 

Introduction of Pre¬ 
vette was made by 
Biolsi at the June 
14 Sierra Madre City 
Council meeting. Since 
June, 1985, the parent 
company for Cable- 
Vision here has been 
Daniel and Associates. 
But ownership is now 
being transferred to 
United Artists and 
under this new owner¬ 
ship CableVision will 
become part of “Foot¬ 
hills Cable Vision 
Company.” 

Prevette’s priority in 
his new post will be 
his availability at 
all times to the city, to 
the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and to cable 
subscribers along with 


an effort to improve the 
cable business generally. 
He pointed out that 
cable TV is a relatively 
young industry and 
one victimized by its 
own rapid growth. 
This has resulted in 
a checkered past, one 
that has not been 
without poor service and 
the problems of “getting 
the bugs” out of the 
technology.

Bob Ruiz works toward 
preservation of Sierra Madre 



Bob Ruiz of Arcadia, who has at this time pur¬ 
chased five buildings in Sierra Madre, told The News, 
“I have decided that some of these properties 
will remain vacant until the appropriate retail busi¬ 
ness is found.” 

And he has kept his word. As of Tuesday, 
Y’All’s Donuts and Happy Jack’s Video have 
moved into one double location; and Lena’s Ice 
Cream Parlor and Sierra Madre Produce are planning 
to move in soon on N. Baldwin. 

The area at 17 Kersting Court will be vacant 
as of July I and Ruiz says he is waiting until the 
right business comes along both for the city and 
for himself before filling that slot. 

“Nothng has been consumated yet. I’m in touch 
with Ron Hutson (Main Street Manager) concern¬ 
ing renovation of the back of the buildings and the 
parking lot behind that area. It might be public 
parking which would be policed in some way.” 

He explains, “Real estate has been very good 


for us. We have looked at property here many 
times and have always loved the mountains. We 
decided five years ago, if we don’t buy here, 
.someone else will. It’s a good way to have a trust 
fund for our kids.” He laughed, “I’m here (in 
Sierra Madre) more than I’m home.” 

Ruiz purchased Howard’s Discount Tire and 
Service Center, an automotive business, in 1986 
and before that owned a Pasadena automotive sup¬ 
ply business. 

He explains, “With hard work and good co¬ 
operation with my wife we have saved and bought, 
saved and bought. We’re very lucky.” 

The Arcadia resident says he is trying to put 
these buildings back to their original condition, 
noting that there was beautiful red tile under the 
wood facade that was recently vacated by Gem 
Plumbing. 

They have lived in Arcadia since 1974 and hope 
to live here “forever.”

Main Street workshops sponsored by the 
Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club and Chamber 
of Commerce two weeks are generated a variety 
of downtown improvement ideas. They also 
served to highlight perceived areas of con¬ 
cern. 

Improvement ideas included taking action 
to attract a variety store; medium priced wo¬ 
man’s clothing and men’s shoe stores; .stores 
catering to senior citizens and to the teenager. 

“Some kind of management, advertising 
and marketing service or training service should 
be made available to existing businesses as 
well as to new businesses coming to town,” 
one individual suggested. Involving SCORE 
(Service Core of Retired Executives) and the 
SBA (Small Business Administration) was 
raised as possible sources for assistance. “We 
have to involve the absentee property owner. 
Paying for needed building improvements and 
supporting parking projects can’t be left up 
to the tenants alone,” another workshop par¬ 
ticipant stated. 

Restricting first floor space to retail use; 
providing low cost improvement loans to 
rehab facades and rear entrances; con¬ 
ducting a consumer marketing survey to deter¬ 
mine what the customer wants in Sierra Madre, 
and recycling downtown church owned proper¬ 
ties back to retail use were other proposals 
voiced. 

Use of the new band shell for a series 
of entertainment promotions; more coordina¬ 
tion among the organizers of existing events 
to make them more profitable as well as stronger 
draws to the community, and emphasizing 
the “Treasure of Sierra Madre” community 


slogan were some of the promotion oriented 
suggestions. 

Parking-related and traffic circulation ideas 
surfaced as “hot buttons” for many attending 
the two workshops. Converting Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to parallel parking; moving ahead with 
the proposed Mariposa Parking lot project; 
adding another city parking lot on the north 
side of Sierra Madre Blvd; run a mini-bus 
on the boulevard during shopping hours; make 
retailers, professionals and their employees 
park in parking lots, not in front of their 
stores; construct pedestrian islands projecting 
into the boulevard; install speed bumps to slow 
traffic, and change the downtown traffic cir¬ 
culation to reduce the volume of traffic on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. are representative of the 
many comments. 

Main Street is a process. A concept. The 
coordination and cooperation among the pub¬ 
lic-private sectors producing a positive syner¬ 
gistic result. 

Main Street’s highest priority now is 
recruitment and involvement of willing hands 
to plan and carry out downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion projects, people willing to invest time on 
committees, serving as task force members 
to sort through, prioritize and “champion” 
the final product. 

In Thomas Peters’ latest book. “Thriving 
on Chaos,” he repeatedly suggests America’s 
business community cannot go on doing bu.si- 
ness as usual if they want to survive. Chaos 
is a permanent feature of the market place. A 
1970, and in many cases a 1980, traditional 
management style is obsolete. He challenges 
business people to be a “hero.” To turn 
the planning decision making process up-side- 
down. To be a renegade. 

That’s what Main Street needs ... a 
bunch of “heros.” People who respect tradition 
but are not inhibited in their thinking. People 
willing to go out on a limb, to “champion” 
unpopular or unusual ideas long enough to 
determine their validity, their benefit to the 
Sierra Madre community. People with staying 
power. With the will to work through the 
“vanilla ice-cream eating, cement drying 
watching” basic planning necessary to guaran¬ 
tee a long term successful renovation approach.

Sierra Madre will 
have some sort of van 
purchased with Pro¬ 
position A funds by the 
end of the year. 

He appealed to the 
council recently say¬ 
ing, “On Mar. 22 the 
council gave permission 
to pursue proposals : 
(for a van) for Senior 
Citizens and anyone in 
Sierra Madre who needs 
to get out of town for 
certain business pur¬ 
poses.” 

As of Tuesday, the 
Los Angeles County 
Transportation System 
has given a tentative 
“OK” in a verbal 
confirmation for the van 
but all of these things take 
a great deal of time to 
get written confirmation, 
to go out to bid after the 
City Council decides 
whether to lease or 
purchase the van. 

At this time Sierra 
Madre has the SMART 
system (Sierra Madre 
Augmented and Res¬ 
tricted Transportation) 
which is like Arcadia 
Dial-a-Ride program. 
Seniors and/or handi¬ 
capped persons pay 25 
cents and everyone 
else 50 cents. The rest of 
the fee is subsidized 
by Proposition A funds 
which, of course, make 
up Vi percent of the 
property taxes in Sierra 
Madre. 

Three taxis serve Sierra 
Madre: Duarte, San 
Gabriel Valley Cab 
and Yellow Cab/Red 
Top. 

According to Jim 
McRea, Sierra Madre 
city administrator, 

’ “This year we received 
$90,000. Next year wtf 


will receive $112,000.” 

Each year entitlement 
is different, because of 
the change in the amount 
of sales tax yearly. 

“Currently Sierra 
Madre has used $62,000 
from the funds,” McRea 
said. He added, “Start¬ 
ing July 5, seniors 60 
years and older may 
go anywhere within five 
miles of the city with a 
24-hour advance to the 
Foothill Area Com¬ 
munity Services. They 
may go up to 10 miles 
within the area to medi¬ 
cal and doctor-related 
trips.” 

The SMART system 
takes seniors and/or 
handicapped persons to 


Coco’s where they may 
pick up other Dial-a-Ride 
facilities for further 
transportation. 

But Garson would like 
a Sierra Madre van 
which could be used 
around town for various 
occasions, perhaps trans¬ 
porting seniors and young 
people to specific in- 
town functions. The 
money is available. 

What would Sierra 
Madreans call the van? 
Why not The Red Car 
(if it’s painted red, of 
course)? Or perhaps the 
Wistaria Wagon (with 
proper wistaria decora¬ 
tions). 

It’s worth thinking 
about.

Like his father and 
grandfather before him, 
Steven Zaslaw has been 
involved with the fur 
business virtually all 
his life. Now the owner 
of Bond Furs in the 
Trilco Corner at 
202 N. First Avenue in

Furs was located on 
East Colorado Blvd. in 
Pasadena. 

All three sons majored 
in various fields in 
college and pursued dif¬ 
ferent careers upon 
graduation; however, 
each is back in the fur 
business in some 
capacity. 

Steve Zaslaw graduated 
from Northern Arizona 
University with a major 
in zoology and animal 
husbandry and 

was attending veterinary 
school at U.C. Davis 
when his father called 
him home to help in 
the family basiness. 


“You have to realize 
the strong, old family 
ties,” explains Zaslaw 
who has been active in 
the business now for 
some 15 years. 

Annually Zaslaw over¬ 
sees the production of 
some 3500 units which 
are designed and manu¬ 
factured entirely in his

In addition to tradi¬ 
tional creations, Zaslaw 
designs garments from 
dyed furs and mink 
pieces that have been 
colored and sheared.
